Laurence Salzmann spent the 
years 1974-76 in Rumania There he 
discovered the tiny Jewish com- 
munity of Radauti, a town which 
up to World War II had nearly 
5,000 Jews but which today has 
only around 200.

So I decided that the sceret of 
preparation muat lie in the sauce. 
This 15 what would add colour and 
interest to the various menus. 

Ag the basis for my operation, 1 
bought two frozen chickens, a 
frozen prepared (but uncooked) 
turkey roll, and a little over a kilo 
of frozen shoulder of beef. The 
last was a little extravagant for 
my purposes, but it did serve my 
wish for a relatively loan cut. 

Choosing a very large pot, I 
carefully arranged the various 
pieces of meat Inside. In the little 
space that remained, I fitted two 
carrots, a few stalks of celery and 
two peeted oniona. 

Leaving all other seasoning for 
later, I barely covered the meat 
and vegetables with water, 
brought it all to the boil, covered 
the pot and left the whole thing to 
simmer for about an hour. At this 
point I removed the chickens and 
turkey, leaving the beef to cook 
for another hour.

When this was finished, [ had 
four cooked pieces of meat andan 
ineredibly rich broth. ‘This would 
conatitute the baais for must of 
the saucea, with enough left over 
for at least one meal. 


FOR THE first sauce, I decided to 
make the most hackneyed of 
preparations, going against ail 
my principles and using a tin of 
mushroums. I chopped a few 
slices of smoked goose breaat into 
cubes and fried them in about two 
tablespoons of margarine 
together with the drained con- 
tents of a medium tin of 
mushrooms. 

When all the moisture had 
evaporated and the mushrooma 
were lightly browned, 1 added. 
about two tablespoons of flour. 
Mixing it well into the shortening, 
I then poured in the liquid from 
the tin and enough broth to make 
about four cups of sauce. To this I 
added the last remnants of a bot-

{le of sparkling wine, with which 
we had eclebrated the birth, and 
salt and pepper to taste. 

Cutting a chicken into smail 
piecea and arranging it in a rec- 
tangular dish, 1 then poured the 
sauce over it and put It in the 
freezer. After it was solid, 1 
removed the rectangular 
package from the dish and left it 
in the freezer In a plaatic hag. 

The second sauce was far 
easier. Heating about a litre of 
broth in a saucepan, I thickened it 
with two tablespoons of cornflour 
which I had previously dissolved 
In a Httle cold water. This 1 
seasoned further with the juice of 
half a lemon, a spoonful of good 
mustard and salt and pepper. 

The resulting sauce went over 
the other chicken and a third of 
the boiled beef, a dish which we 
ate immediately. That particular 
sauce was 80 good my wife finish- 
ed it off directly from the gravy 
ladle.

For the third sauce I took my 
cue from the new French cuisine 
and aimply pureed the cooked 
vegetabics with a little broth in a 
blender and poured the mixture 
over the second third of the meat. 

Finally, feeling a longing for 
something more Mediterranean, 
I browned about five or six clovea 
of garlic In olive oll, adding to 
them half a dozen sliced green 
peppers. When these had 
withered [ added the last of the 
beef and browned it In the oil. 
This too was frozen. 

All of the above dishea were 
designed to be heated In a 
medium oven, if necessary, 
directly from the freezer. They 
could be eaten with rice, noodles 
or potatoes. 

Finally, for a vegetable, in 
these days of domestic confusion, 
we are satlafied with a simple alic- 
ed tomato or a cucumber. The 
turkey roll, of course waa served 
cold.

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PHILIP GILLON talks to two of Prof. Isaac Berenblum’s former students about their mentor’s contributions, 


PROFESSOR Isaac Berenblum, 
furmer head of the department of 
experimental biology at the Weiz- 
mann Institute of Science and 
former chairman of the Israel 
Cancer Association, ia now 
celebrating hia 75th birthday. 

Rerenblum became famous in 
the forties when he propounded 
his theory of the two-stage 
Mmechanigm of cancer, the firat 
stage being a dormant one during 
which tho "wild" colla remain 
quiet for a long perlud, even for 
yeara, It waa this theory that jn- 
aplred so much practical work on 
the early detection of tumours. 

fn 1050, Beronblum, an ardent 
Zloniat, reaponded to an appeal 
from Dr, Chaim Weizmann, left 
Oxford nad came to the Institute 
τὸ start anew department, He has 
remained in Rehovot ever since. 
Now that he has ratired, laden 
with honours, how does hia work 
lonk to former students and dis- 
clplea? 

Professor Rechama Haran- 
Ghera, now a full profeasor in the 
department of chemical im- 
munalogy and holder of the Olin- 
Sang chalr of leukemia, research, 
obtained her M.8c. In biology at 
the Hebrow University: of 
Jerusalem, At that timo, the Weiz- 
mann Institute had no teaching 
programme, but it wag poaalble to 
do advanced research thers, 60 
she went to see Beranblum. 

Both had links in Antwerp — ''s0 
we started off with a bond of aym- 
pathy between us." 

“He was just establishing his 
Inb, It was In February, 1052.'We 
discussed both his problems and 
mine. I was really a bolaniat and 
wanted to do plant genetics, 80, 
when he talked to me about 
cancer research, he was propos- 
Ing that 1 enter a completely new 
field. But 1 was profoundly im- 
pressed by his charm, hia per- 
sonality, his system and hia 
remarkable grasp of the sclentific 
literature, 

“Ho suggested that 1 should try 
working with him for aix montha, 
and I agreed. ε 


"HIS RESEARCH was ossontially 
biologically-orionted, but it was 
also associated With his intorcat 
in medicine. Later, I waa to dis- 
cover that thero are a number of 
possible approachos to cancor 
research, but that all of them ro- 
quire, 1 think, a fundamontal 
grasp of biology. Anyway, I was 
converted by Boronbluin from ‘a 


‘ would-be plant geneliciat Into a 
. Cancer reasearch student. 


“T did my thesla on tho two- 
stage mechaniam, and tt was ap- 
proved by lhe Hebrew Univeralty 
In'1955, when 1 received my Ph.D, 

“But 1 did not follow ontirdly In 
Rerenblum's footsteps. He had 
done his experimental work on 
skin, .while I tried to teat the 
theory π᾿ οἱ πον organs, mainly. the 
stomach. : 

“Several inveatlgalora, notably 
Peter Rous, had also hit on the 
idea of the two-stage mechanism, 
but nobody had explained. it in as 
lucid and convincing a way aa 
Berenblum. He had a knack of 

looking at an animal:as a -whole 
and of trying to grasp ail the 
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quite differdnt trom Béerenblum'a, 


phases of the tumour at work 
somewhere inside it. Then he used 
an Induction system to deduce the 
factors that triggered the tumour 
mechanism which made the 
tumour change from dormancy to 
activity."* 


SOME YEARS later, say Haran- 
Ghera, the two-stage mechanism 
of cancer went down In actontific 
estimation. There was a feeling 
that it was more like a philosophy 
than a theory established by long 
and complicated experiments. 
But now it la coming back Into 
fuxhion as people, using modern 
sophisticated tools, arc confirm- 
Ing the theory. 

Haran-Ghera went to Harvard 
Medical Achool to do post-doctoral 
research with Profeayor Jacob 
Furth, 

"He had a very different ap- 
proach from Berenblum's,"' she 
saya. '‘He used as his model the 
endocrine glands — the pitultary, 
the mammary and the thyroid. 
Furth ia one of the great plonecrs 
in cancer rescarch. 

“Studying under these two 
great men, Berenblum and Furth, 
f#ave me an opportunity few scien- 
tists have — I learned to ayn- 
thesizo two very different ap- 
proaches. Although they were 
-hoth working on the two-etage 
mechanism, thelr methods were 
very different. 

"Now I'm working on leukemia. 
My most recent discovery Is of 
phases in leukemia development. 
In other words, my recent work 
fits In with Berenblum'a ideas, 
but he was talking in a theoretical 
way. I'm doing tn vivo ex: 
periments, doing things which 
couldn't be done Jn his day, like 
isolating cella with potential 
cancers in them, 


“Il SEEMS that, in the pre- 
lcukomia latent stage, cella may 
be actively immunogenic; then 
there's ἃ change, and the system 
collapses. Why? What wakes up 
the malignant cella? It seema that 


the tumour needs some en- 


vironmental factor in the host 
which enables them to exiat and 
‘grow. If we could find out what 
this factor is, and isolate It, we 
could beal the tumour while it is 
atill in the latont phase, 
“Beronblum was always an ex- 
cchent lecturer, very plcasant 
and relaxed, with a comprehen- 
alva grasp of hia own παιδίου! αὶ] and 
all the available literature. And he 
had very good oritical judgement, 
“His writing is so clear and 


good that it ia a dofight to read’ 


anything he-proeduces. He never 
founded a school, but I doubt if he 
really. wanted to, In fact, his great 
mort was that all he wanted to do 
waa te got hold of good people and 
a them work ti any way they lik. 
ed. : 

‘Among. tho salentists *he 
brought Into the department were 
Loo Sachs, Michael Feldman and 
Nathan Trainin. Trainin for a long 
time was his right hand man, but 
then he, too, branchod off Into a 
fleld of hig own. Sachs and Feld- 
man’ became heads of -thefr own 
departments -and.worked in ἃ way

PROFESSOR Nathan Trainin 
shares Haran-Ghera's admiration 
for Berenblum, both asa scientist 
and as ἃ man. Without the en- 
couragement he received from 
Berenblum, he says, he might atfii 
be a general practitioner working 
for Kupat Holim. 

He came to do research in the 
Institute in a very unusual way, 
Born in Argentina, he graduated 
as ἃ doctor and did his realde: 
in surgery in Buenos Aires, In ad- 
dition to being a doctor, he was 
also a leading member of 
Hashomer Hatzair in Argentina, a 
believer in A.D. Gordon's ideals, 

Immediately the State of Isract 
was proclaimed, he immigrated, 
and helped to found Kibbuts 
Ga'ash. For years he served as 
the Kupat Holim family physician 
of the settlements of the Sharon 
Valley. 

“T found myself clashing all the 
time against the problem of 
cancer," he recalls. ‘At that time, 
when 4 doctor diagnosed cancer, 
there was nothing he could do to 
help his patient. Nothing at all. 
You were more like a judge 
pronouncing a death sentence 
than a physician. I rebelled 
against this thought and dreamt of 
doing research. 


“I WAS ALREADY 88 years old 
when I first went to speak to 
Berenblum. I'll never forget that 
conversation. We spoke to each 


ἧς other in Yiddish. I told him that! 


wouldn't accept the inevitability 
of death from cancer. I wanted to 
do research on It. He said he had 
no budget for me, but that this 


ἢ, didn't matter, he would find a 


budget somehow. I should start 
work for him right away. But, he 
warned me, I would have to give 
up medicine to concentrate on 
research. 

“Ἢ agreed. Three weeks after! 
started working with him, the 
army called me up, to serve for 8 
year as a doctor in the Little 
Triangle. Berenblum said it didn't 
matter, he would walt for me. 

“At the end of the year, I was 


fm called up for a further six months. 


This time, I wrote and told 
Berenblum that I was really 
finished, that I was too old, that I 
was releasing him from al 
obligations to me. 

“He replied that a scientist 
could never be too old; he had 
waited a year and he would wait 
another six months. So, in 1955, I 
came to the Institute and have 
béen here ever since.”

Forgery and fantasy 


HERMIT OF PEKING: The 
Hidden Life of Sir Edmund 
Backhouse by Hugh Trevor- 


Roper. London, Penguin. 391 pp. Ι

Very much the modest scholar 
and recluse, Backhouse lived 
quietly through the turbulent 
events of the turn of the century, 
his authority on Chinese affairs 
much enhanced by being taken 
under the wing of the legendary 
Australian journalist George 
Ernest Morrison, the Times’ cor- 
respondent in the Far East, 


IN 1912 he initiated a series of 
spectacular gifts to the Bodlelan 
Library in Oxford, including Sung 
and Ming dynasty manuscripte of 
great calligraphic beauty, which 
helped to buttress the donor's 
reputation and almost won him 
the much vaunted professorship 
of Chinese at Oxford. But after the 
Bodleian forked out large sums of 
money on transportation costs — 
most of the gifts turned out to be 
virtually worthless and "οἵ doubt- 
ful authenticity" if not outright 
forgeries. 

Backhouse also ripped off the 
British Secret Service, In 1915 he 
was entrusted to buy large quan- 
tities of Chinese rifles and 
machine guns for the Allies in 
Europe. With the meticulous 
attention to detail which always 
made him look so credible and 
honest, he conducted a prolénged 
correspondence with his 
superiors, describing the dif- 
ficulties he was encountering 


from corrupt Chinese officials in 
his attempt to transport a massive 
consignment down the Yangtze. 
In the ond, the Secret Service 
spent a lot of cash; the King, the 
Prime Minister and Lord 
Kitchener were informed of 
Backhouse's activities and not one 
Chinese bullet reached the 
Western Front. 

A brief spell as an agent for the 
John Brown shipbuliding com- 
pany had a similar conclusion. 
Again, with detailed explanations 
to his employers, Backhouse 
spent large amounts of company 
cash on potential ‘purchasers,"' 
but falled to win a contract for the 
battleships, claiming again that 
he had been duped. 


PERHAPS the greatest con- 
troversy in Backhouge's life was 
over the secret diaries of a top 
Manchu court official, Ching- 
shan, which Backhouse claimed to 
have discovered in 1900. Trevor 
Roper shows that these diaries, 
which Backhouse Incorporated 
Into his best selling book, China

faults, any book which promises 
low cholesterol Jewish food, with 
a foreword by somebody's son the 
doctor, is sure to sell well — even 
if it doesn't live up to 118 promise. 

Two books with less pretension 
and more substance are 
Everything Raw (the cover 
assures us that Jennie Reekie is 
the real name of a real person) 
and Elaine Hallgarten's Mince 
Matters. Each has almost as 
many kosher recipea as June 
Roth's book and by including a 
rather assimilated version of 
Charoseth, Hverything Raw has 
almost as many traditional 
Jewish dishes. 

I am often tempted to begin and 
end cooking columns with such in- 
structions as: Wash fresh 
strawberries and dip in powdered 
sugar. Or: thinly slice smoked 
goose breast and serve with slices 
of melon, Consequently, the idea 
of a raw food cookbook appealed 
to me. My only objection is that 
some of the recipes seem unduly 
complicated, as if Mra. Reekie too 
felt the need to fill up her columna. 

The directions for mince (or 
what I would call ground meat) 
are sensible, to the point, and 
relatively simple. Since we con- 
tinue to be provided with relative- 
ly cheap frozen beef of uncertain 
cut and tenderness, they should be 
a boon to local cooks,

Those who tend to think of 
French food as complicated will 
be pleasantly surprised by the 
simplicity of most of the dishes.

AS A DABBLER in history, [ have 
always been fascinated by one 
aspect of the Suez Affair: the 
British identification of Nasser 
with Hitler. In many English 
minda, the nationalization of the 
Suez Canal and the subversion of 
neighbouring states, like the 
Hashemite Kingdom of Jordan, 
was compared to the march into 
the Rhineland and the rape of 
Austria; and acquiescence tin 
these Naaserlte designs was 
vilified as appeasement." 

The comparison, of course, 18 
absurd: Hitler, the world con- 
queror, mad leader of a mighty 
nation; and Nasser, a small-time 
tyrant in an economic and 
military backwater. 

But Selwyn Lloyd, British 
Forelgn secretary during the Suez 
escapade finds the comparison 
apt, "if only because Nasser's The 
Philosophy of Revolution read like 
Metin Kampf." 

Some said Nasser. was really a 
‘nice guy,"' Lioyd writes, ‘'a 
patriot of simple tastes, trying to 
restore self-confidence and pride 
of race to the Egyptians...(But) 
almost fdentical arguments had 
been used about Hitler." He 
remarks, ‘‘We ‘had had our lesson 
over Hitler. The appetite had 
grown with eating...if Nasser was 
not checked, the prospect in the 
Middle East was grim," 

Conscious of the fallibility of the 
analogy, Lloyd mobilizes some 
big guns in support. He writes: 
“Hammerskjold told me that he 
thought Nasser was comparable 
to Hitler in 1936,..but (thought? 
that he could (still) be checked." 
And Belgian Foreign Minister 
Spaak tejla him: "1 do not wish to 
hide from you that T am haunted 
by the memory of the mistakes 
which were committed at the out- 
set of the Hitler period, mistakes 
which have cost us dear." - 

For people like Prime Minister 
Eden, Gaitskell, leader of the op- 
position, and Lloyd, the com: 
parison was more than a 
strategem to elicit public support 
for the Suez assault. It was 
heartfelt. 

As to Lloyd's defence of the 
whole business — which 18 what 
the book is about — Sues 1956 
offers little new.

For one, this is not fiction, but 
rather philosophical, psy- 
chological, historical, and 
aesthetic musings, rarcly more 
than a few paragraphs in length, 
mixed with observations of prison 
life. For another, A Voice from the 
Chorus was almost entirely 
written while the author wag in- 
carcerated in Soviet prisons and 
labour camps.

ONLY IN RECENT yeara have 
scholara begun to distinguish 
between Gnosticism as an in- 
dependent religion and the per- 
vasive gnostic Influence on both 
Judaism and Chriatlanity.

For 
while there can be no doubt about 
the rabbinic commitment to

PSYCHOLOGICAL atudies, in 
particular those of Carl Jung and 
hia disciples, have proposed that 
the polar nature of the Un- 
conscious is at the root of many of 
our perceptions, including those of 
the divinity. In fact, Jung himself 
has been accused of being a 
gnostic, but it Is far more likely 
that he simply discovered the pay- 
chologicat basis for the attraction 
of gnostic beliefs.

Security Council meets 
in secret session 


PARIS, Tuesday, November 8. — 
Doctor Bunche's plan for replac- 
ing the truce in Paleatine by an ar- 
mistice was lald before the Secur!- 
ty Council in secret meeting to- 
day. 

Though not submitted to the 
Israel delegation, the proposals 
were published and a source close 
to Mr. Shertok said that he did not 
Nke the plan and had indicated 
the fact to Dr. Bunche.

The Council was to have 
debated publicly the truce 
violations in Palestine, but this 
was postponed in order to hear 
Dr. Bunche's plan privately. A

public segsion as soon as possible. : 


Bunche Outlines Situation 
Dr. Bunche is understood to 
have outlined in a 46-minute 
speech the present military, 
economic and psychological 
situation and is reported to have 
asserted that Isracli forces 
appeared stronger and better 
placed than the Arab armies.

“chiropogy,"" by the way, may be 
correctly pronounced with a "ki" 
or “shi” or even “kye'' at the 
beginning, but never ‘'ch'' as in 
“chureh,"* 

In the absence of clear stan- 
dards for foot care professions in 
Israel, anyone can hang out a 
shingle reading ‘‘pedicure,'' 
which literally means cither 
“care or treatment of fect, es- 
pecially of tocnails" or ‘‘person 
who practiaes this.’

Most of the 
trainees are married women who 
want conventent part-time work, 
The Diana school, at 4 Rehov Yod- 
fat off Dizengoff, gives a diploma 
but this has no official status.

Beginning in December, the 
company will also bring in Scholl 
shoes for women, in sizes 84 to 43, 
including half-sizes and six 
different widths. These are light- 
weight walking shoes made of a 
two-way stretch weave of 
deerskin and calfskin to give flex- 
ibility, and comfort supposedly 
even over bunions. They will sell 
at better shoe stores, and will cost 
111,000 to 111,200 plus VAT, 
While they are not as old- 
maidiah ag most so-called 
“orthopaedic shoes, even the im- 
porter realizes they will mainly 
appeal to ‘women over 80," “But 
never mind," jokes Johnny Arnon 
philosophically. ‘We can't lose. If 
women choose to wear 1}i-fitting 
high fashion ‘shoes; they'll need to 
come to us later for foot care 
products.” ᾿ : :
